NEW ALBERTA HIGHWAY 
BRIDGE IS OENED 
—— 


The Alberta government plans to 
complete a connecting highway trom 
Rocky Mountain House and Nordegg 
to the Jasper-Banff highway within 
the next five years. That was stated 
by Hon. W. A. Fallow, minister of pub- 
lic works, when speaking at Rocky 
Mountain House on Feb. 20, on the oc 
casion of the opening of the new steel 
highway bridge over the North Sask- 
atchewan river at that point. 

The bridge was completed at an es- 
timated cost of $135,000, It has four 
spans and a total length of 832 feet. 

Mr. Fallow said the bridge comple- 
tion means the opening of an entirely 
new route for tourist traffie as soon as 
the road is completed to the Banff: 
Jasper highway. 

The distance from Rocky Mountain 
House to the Jasper-Banff highway is 
118 miles. This is regarded as an in- 
dispensable link in the David Thomp- 
son highway. 

Officials of the Alberta Motor As- 
sociation see in the opening of the 
new bridge the prospects ofr extension 
of tourist routes and greater attrac- 
tions to people to holiday in Alberta.

Hall, the Council had a_ rather long 
agenda, and a lengthy meeting. The 
ordinary business of the town can 
sometimes be rather tangled. 

Motion was made and passed that 
the secretary treasurer be empowered 
to transact the business for the town, 
and sign cheques. It was further a- 
greed that the town’s Victory Bonds 
need not be placed in the bank for 
safekeeping since they are fully reg- 
istered, and could be of no benefit to 
any other party.

The meeting received R. J. Milligan 
with @ suggestion that in order to pro- 
tect the mains in the proposed water 
system; the fast growing poplar 
and cottonwoods on the streets be 
gradually removed and replaced with 
ash and elm. Council considered this 
wise with or without the water syst- 
em.. 

Sale of a group of lots north of the 
tracks was deferred until a ruling 
from the Land Titles office could be 
secured, in order to save the town 
from needless expenselater. 

Committees for the ensuing year 
were appointed as follows; Fire and 


Light. Roberts and Chase; Public 
Works, Patrick and Quirin: Town 
Property and Cemetery Chase and 


Snaith: Finance, Quirin and Palardy; 
Legislation and Health, Palardy and 
Roberts. 

A visit was received from Mons 
Hansen, Mayor of Standard, who ask- 
ed this council’s opinion of the pro- 
posal to erect a municipal hosnital in 
Calgary. Both councils felt that more 
information would be desirable ,and to 
this end arranged for a joint meeting 
of the councils of Strathmore, Stand- 
ard, Rockyford, Gleichen and Cluny to 
be held in the Memorial Hall here 
next Monday, at which it is honed to 


have the secretary of the continuing 
committee, and obtain a more com 
plete picture. Following that, Mr. 


Hansen stated, his council plans to 
hold a ratepayers meeting about the 
13th .of March. 

An application for two lots on Main 
street had been received, together 
with the building in which the Ration 
Board is situated, and these were of 
fered at the established price for lots 
in the business section, $150 each lot, 
and the building at $75. 

A motion was made that the dirging 
of graves in the cemetery be paid for 
at the rate of $10, and nassed.

GROW IN CANADA

There are a lot of beautiful flowers 
and shrubs that will grow well in the 
Southern States or in the mild climate 
of England that will not do well in 
Canada. One wastes money, time and 
work in trying them here. Our clim- 
ate soil and other conditions are not 
suitable, just as their conditions do 
not suit certain things that thrive ab- 
undantly here. To guard against the 
discouraging efforts to produce these 
tender plants here one is advised to 
stick to those flowers, shrubs and veg- 
etables that are specially recommend- 
ed for Canadian conditions. The lat- 
ter are the varieties and _ types listed 
in the Canadian Seed Catalogues. 
These have all been tested under Can 
adian conditions and they are the only 
ones recommended by Canadian au- 
thorities. 

Columnists have poked some _ good- 
natured fun at the glowing pictures 
and descriptions in the seed catalor- 
ues, but as a matter of fact those list- 
ed pictures in Canadian publications 
are based on acaual fact. The pic- 
tures are invariably actual photo- 
graphs and a gardener of reasonable 
experience can reproduce them faith 
fully in his own backyard. In addition 
there will be found in most Canadian 
catalogues a lot of useful information 
regarding season, time of flowerine or 
in the case of maturity, time of reach- 
ing maturity, Experts advise all be- 
ginners to get a good Canadian seed 
catalogue and possibly some of the 
government bulletins covering local 
conditions. Armed with this litera- 
ture and good seed, satisfaction is 
cuaranteed. 


Building up the Soil 
Ideal garden soil is loose, open and 
on the light side, a mixture of sand, 


clay and rotted vegetable material. 
That combination is rather rare under 
natural conditions. However, even 
poor soil can be gradually changed 
into something more suitable. The 
best general corrective is plenty of 


rotted manure or vegetable refuge 
such as rotted sods, green crops, 
turned in. Cultivation alone will

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In The Legislature 


This week in the Legislature we saw 
a continuation, and the completion, of 
the Debate on the Speech from the 
Throne. 

Many Cabinet Ministers took part in 
the Debate and gave a resume of the 
work done in their particular depart- 
ments. 

Land for Veterans Outlined 

Honorable N. E. Tanner, Minister ot 
Lands and Mines, outlined the Land- 
for-Veterans Scheme. Land available 
for Veterans falls into one of four 
classes;) 

FIRST, the Agricultural Lease, un- 
der which a Veteran may apply for a 
half section on aten-year lease. For 
three years he receives this free and 
for the next seven years pays one- 
eighth of the crop. then receiving title 
if the contract has been fulfilled. 
The Dominion Government makes av- 
ailable credits to the extent of $2,320 
on this type of Lease. 

SECONDLY, there is the clearing of 
100,000 acres in the Northwestern part 
of the Province. A _ Veteran applies 
for a half section, pays one-third of 
the crop for seven years ,at the end of 
which time the title is earned and 
will be granted atthe end of three 
years more. Since the federal grant 
of $2,320 is also available under this 
acheme, title cannot be given until af- 
ter ten years from the date application 


is accepted. 
tion, 

THIRDLY, there is a Land Settle. 
ment Scheme in the Irrigation areas, 
but only one quarter section is av- 
ailable to each Veteran in this in- 
stance. As the type of farming in the 
irrigated areas is intensive farming, 
one-quarter section is considered suf- 
ficient. 

The fourth plan by which land is 
made available to Veterans is school 
land which is not under a term lease. 
It is available for agricultural purpos- 
es. The Veteran must apply by Apri: 
15th, for this land, with preference 
shown those living nearest. If more 
than one application is recetved for 
the same piece of land, a draw is 
made. 

Mr. Tanner pointed out that 1945 
marked the greatest oil research year 
in the history of the Province. Many 
reservations had been granted cover 
ing millions of acres, and a great ef- 
fort is being made in the Province to 
find new productive fields. $10,000.- 
00 worth of lumber was produced in 
this Province last year and demand 
for lumber production is on the in- 
crease. 

Pest Bounties High 

The Government paid $10,000 at 
five cents per pair of legs on crow and 
magpie legs last year. This was paid

Fish and Game Association with 
55 locals. 

Because the wolf bounty has not 
been a success in the past, it will be 
increased this year during the summer 
months and not payable during the 
winter months. 

250 live beavers were trapped last 
year and then distributed to parts of 
the Province, where few or no beavers 
were found. A closed season is main- 
tained on these animals, except for 
people who have registered trap lines; 
they are permitted to take up to ten 
yearly. 

The Minister pointed out that high 
freight rates is still the biggest bar- 
rier in the development and produc- 
tion of Alberta coal. 1945 was the big- 
gest output year in the Province, but 
one sixth of the coal produced came 
from strip mines, the poorest quality 
coal. Unfortunately, this was the 
coal which the Federal Government 
had shipped to Bastern Canada, giving 
the impression to the Eastern buyers 
that this is a fair sample of Alberta 
coal. This unfortunate action on the 
part of the Dominion Government has 
been very poor advertising for Alberta 

Honorable W. A. Fallow, Minister 
of Public Works, in this Debate point- 
ed out that the road debt of this 
Province from 19380 to 19385 was 
$12,573,000 added to the Pubic Debt, 
while the road program from 1985 to 
1940 was done without one cent of 
debt. From 1940 to 1945, the restric- 
tions of war made advancement in 
road building difficult. Hven so more 
miles were built and gravelled than in 
any five years of the Province’s his- 
tory. The new five-year programme 
will start as soon as soon as construe- 
tion can begin. All possible contract 
construction equipment and ail govern 
ment equipment will be utilized in 
this programme. (Road construction 
will not be limited by necessary mon- 
ey, but only by the amount of equip- 
ment available as far as this year is 
concerned. More details on the  five- 
year programme will be announced 


the

later. 
Honorable FE. Ansley, Minister of 
Education, revealed that the school 


enrolment for the past year stood at 
152,532, which is higher than the pre- 
vious year. The average monthly at- 
tendance was better than in the past. 
Some interesting data was given re- 
garding teachers’ salaries which 
showed that the average salary in div- 
isions for 1939-40 was $812.00. For 
1948 and 1944, it was $1076; and last 
year $1211. In the urban schools the 
salary was $1434 in the year 1939-40, 
| $1595, three years later, and $1680. 
|last year. The average of all schools 
was $1089, $1298. and $1405. in these 
| three respective years. 

Alberta stands third highest, as far 
as the median salaries are concerned 
for 1944. British Columbia was first. 
and Ontario second. 

To date, 70 towns and villages have 
been included in the enlarged school 
divisions. 

The grant, last year in Alberta, on a 
per capita basis amounted to $3.89 
while in Saskatchewan the per capita 

At the same time 
| the per capita cost of education in Al- 
| berta was $5.78, while in Saskatchew- 
‘an the per capita was $4.26. These 
facts are interesting in the light of re- 
ports regarding what some other prov: 
inces are doing in the field of Govern- 
ment grants. 


A resolution has been’ introduced 
into the House by Honorable C. H. 
Gerhart asking the Dominion Govern 
ment to maintain the present subsidy 
on crude oil and thereby not increase 
the price of gasoline by two cents a 
gallon. It further requests that the 
federal tax of three cents a gallon be 
removed 

The Dominion subsidy on crude has 
applied only to imported crude and A\l- 
berta producing wells have received 


no benefit from this subsidy during 
the war. 
The resolution is receiving very 


strong support in Government ranks. 

A motion by Mr. N. B. Jones, sec- 
onded by Dave Tire, requests a change 
in The Old Age Pensions Act to. re- 
duce the age from 7 Oto 65 immediate- 
ly, and as soon as possible, to reduce 
it to 60 years. Tt asks that the amount 
of nension be increased to $50.00 a 
month, that means test be eliminated, 
that the pension be non-contributary 
and that the Dominion Government 
utilize the Nation’s credit to make 
these pensions available. This resol- 
ution was debated on for some time, 
but finally passed the House without 
a dissenting voice. The matter of 
Old Age pensions will be reconsidered 
at the next Dominion-Provineial Con 
ference, and if sufficient pressure ean 
be brought on the Federal Govern- 
ment from all parts of Canada, there
